CrxcinnatTi, February 13.—Cincinnati . is 
wild with the incidents occurring from hour 
tohour. I again visited the city this after- 
noon via the suspension bridge, and the only 
difference prominent was that I landed still 
nearer my destination, the Burnett house. 
The streets are thronged with people, and all 
that you can stop for a moment bas some ter- 
rible tale of suffering and accident that has 
but a moment before resulted from the flood. 
To say that the flood has caused and is caus- 
ing immense suffering and unprecedented 
loss of property is putting it mildly. No 
one, not even those who are directly inter- 
ested, can say with any certainty what their 
loss will be, when thousands and hundreds of 
thousands of stock are partly or completely 
submerged or flooded by the seething and 
roaring waters. And then to think that the 
city and surroundings in all its suffering is in 
total darkness, with the exception of such 
lights as our grandfathers used. I mean the 
tallow dip and such other lights as could be 
procured without warning. 

A CITY OF DARKNESS 

Iam told that last night it was truly acity of 
*darkness,as there was no gas to be had,and only 
in a few fuyored regions, where they had the 
electric light, was there a relief from tlie to- 
tal eclipse. The amount of suffering in this 
city cannot yet beappraximated. Thousands 
upon thousands are homeless and moneyless, 
having barely each with their lives. To 
give some remote ideas of the flvod and its 
results, it will suffice to say that in one of the 
suburbs of Cincinnati, immediately across 
the river from the city, there are two thou- 
sand houses under water. The calculation 
can be made at your leisure of the numbers 
that are made homeless and houseless in one 
of the suburbs of the great city that must at 
least care forall. Not only the houses of the 
living but of the dead are invaded, Spring 
Grove cemetery being many feet under water. 
The terrible tales that come of the devasta- 
tions of the homes of the dead, the result of 
the flood, keeps up a terrible excitement. 
Dusk is approaching, and warns me that | 
niust reach my quarters. 

(HE SOUTHERN RAILROAD DEPOT SUNK. 

The Southern railroad depot floated oif to- 
day at noon, and from the Star-Times I give 
the last news from the road we feel most in-

railroad depot Was swept away shartly before noon 
to day anda numberof lives lost. The details are 
yet meagie, but the accident will prove a very se- 
The accident was caused by the sewer 
on McLean avenue giving away. Assistance has 
already been dispatched to the scene. Additional 
particulars will be found in our next edition. 
Shority after 11:30 o'clock the saloon keeper doing 
business near the depot heard a loud cracking, and 
an instant later the crash came. The eastern end 
of the passenger depot and the western end of the 
freight depot went under and eight people found a 
Watery grave. Three of these were boys, who 
cried, ‘“‘“God save us.’’ and went down to death. 
Of the remainder four were men and one a lady, 
making the total! number drowned eight. As far 
#8 ascertained no vames have yet been ob- 
tained, and the probabilities are that 
the dead will not be known until their 
bodies are found. Businesshas been entirely sus- 
pended on the Southern road for the present. It 
is now known that three freight handlers went 
down with the building and drowned. A lady 
who came on the early morning train was in the 
sitling room talking to one of the depot men at the 
time of the accident, and as she has not been scen 
fince, itisthought she too was drowned.

LATER DETAILS, 

Later information makes it definite that 
three boys, two freight handlers, and four 
members of Coup’s circus are drowned. No 
bodies have yet been recovered. The names 
of the members of Coup’s circus reported 
missing are Harry Cardoni. of England, Miss 
Fannie Reindof, of New York, William T. 
Franklin and William C. Mathews, of St. 
Louis. The baggage-master says he heard a 
rushing noise when Ryan’ssaloon went down, 
and he burried around and saw the depot give 
way. He is sure that-at least fifty péopie 
were thrown in the water. It now appears

The 
crowd rushed over on the platform of the 
freight depot to see what was the matter, 
when suddenly the whole depot sank in the 
water. The track was at the same time de- 
pressed, and the cars standing close ran into 
the depressson, covering the people who had 
gone down with the falling structure. Not 
one body had been recovered at 1 o’clock; 
nor could the bystanders give any intelligent 
account as to how many escaped. The work 
of rescuing the drowned will be exceedingly 
difficult, as the place is dangerous. It is pos- 
sible however that the break in the great 
sewers in McLean avenue caused the depot to 
sink. 
WERE THEY DROWNED? 

Special to the Constitution. 

CINCINNATI, February 14.—There is strong 
ground for hope that the disaster at the 
Southern railroad depot was not attended with 
so great a loss of life as was reported. The 
matter has been very carefully investigated, 
and, but for the positive statement of one 
man it would be difficult to say that any 
lives were lost. That man is the baggage 
master. He says there was a great number 
of people on the platform of the 
depot, and that he thinks at least 
twenty-five went down inthe water. This 
statement he repeats. All the other persons 
saw no one in the water, and believe that no 
one was lost; but they all admit there was 
great alarm and @ hurried flight, so that peo- 
ple might have been engulfed and not seen by 
those fleeing, Latham, the cashier, had suffi- 
cient warning to enable him to secure $2,000 
cash, but not enough to save all the money in 
the safe. $200 or $300 was lost, Excepting 
the members of Coup’s circus, who are re- 
ported missing, nothing like a definite state- 
ment can be made as to any loss. No em- 
ployes of the railroad company are 14issing. 
[The company shows enough confidence in 
the stability of the remaining portion of the 
depot to use it. Trains arrive and depart 
regularly, but access to the freight depot is 
cut off. 

THE SITUATION. 

At eleven o'clock the river bad. reached 
sixty four feet four inches, and was rising 
slowly. It will certainly reach sixty-five feet 
before it begins to fall. The weather is cloudy 
and warm. The water works engines are all

LaTeER.—The river continued to rise slowly 
all day, and it is now about 66'4 feet at the 
foot of the canal, and 40 feet at its head. 
Che weather is warm and a light rain is fall- 
ing, with indications of an increase during 
the night. The rise is now an inch above 
the flood of 1847, and eight inches below that 


of 1832.. On the point where the disaster 
occurred last night, the flood extends 
Over a space of more than a quarter 
of a mile wide, and more 
than nine in length. Over 250 


heuses are either under water or fluating 
about. The fact that the water was compara- 
tively still prevented most of the houses 
from tloating away, and many are tied with 
heavy cabies. Coniparatively few are thought 
to have lost their lives. Many occupants of 
the houses in the submerged districts had 
moved away, and thus escaped. The survi- 
vers are scattered over the city, which render 
it impossible to make a definite statement as 
fo woo are lost or saved;. and it is sufficient 
to say that the death rate is smaller than the 
circumstances indicate. 


TERROR IN LOUISVILLE. 


Reenes Begaring Description—Scores of Lives Lent— 
The Koaring Fatle«. 


LovisvILLE, Kentucky, Kebruary 13.—Never 
in the history of your correspondent has 
Louisville seen such excitement as prevails 
here to-night. Imagine the immense volume 
of the Ohio river lifted over sixty six full 
perpendicular feet and you will have some 
idea of what our flood is. Business is sus- 
pended and idle workmen throng thestreets. 
Thousands of men, women and children are 
homeless. Square miles of houses are sub- 
merged and whole sections cut off from com- 
munication. 

SCORES OF PERSONS HAVE BEEN DROWNED, 
and the most heart-rending scenes are re 
ported. There must be great suffering even 


Advices from towns along the river bring 
the most appalling and distressing accounts. 
Many whole villages are under water, and 
the inhabitants perched on housetops suffer- 
ing from cold and hunger. It is impossible 
to get boats sufficient to carry relief. 

It is feared that the country below here 
must suffer more than %n the floods of, last 
year. Reports Indicate the greatest. alarm 
in the valley. The coal fleets on the river

OVER SIXTY-SIX FEET HIGH. 

Lovisvitig, February 13.—The bighest 
point of the flood of February, 1882, was 

assed last night, when there was more 
han sixty-six feet of water on the falls, and 
sixty-four feet in the channel at the foot of 
the falls, which is but two feet below the 
great December flood of 1847, Every building 
in Shippingport has from three to eight 
feet of water on the floor. Nine squares of 
Portland are atthe mercy of the water and 
business is atan end Itis estimated that 
at Shippingport and Portland 1,800 persons 
are homeless. In the city proper heavy dam- 
age has been done by the stoppage of work 
in“the factories, and 2,000 men have been 
thrown out of employment. 

The river all day vesterday a lapped the 
top of the Fulton street cut-off embankment, 
and in places water trickled over. 

A DAM BURSTS. 

At 3 o'clock a considerable break occurred 
at Adams street. A hundred men worked 
vigorously to stop the waves, but in face of 
all this the inhabitants of the bottoms of Old 
Beargrass creek remained in their houses, and 
most of them went to bed as usual. 
10 o'clock last night the break came at the 
cut-off dam, which was overcome jby the ter- 
rific weight of water from above, gave way 
and instantly, with a loud roar, flooded over. 
The water had a fall of from fifteen to eight- 
een feet to the low ground beneath, and the 
unfortunate people were surprised in their 
houses. The water swept from square to 
square rapidly, rising in the houses and 
sweeping many of them from their founda- 
tions. The scene was awful. The 
roar of waters could not drown the 
screams of the terrified people escaping from 
the doomed dwellings. Skiffs shot about from 
window to window. Men, women and chil- 
dren waded through the advancing waters 
with whatever household goods they could 
lay hands on. Bonfires glimmered from the 
higher ground. which the poor outcasts had 
gained. Hundreds of people shivered in wet 
clothing about smoky fires. 

To an observer who stands to-day at the foot 
of Jackson, Shelby or Clay streets, it is impos- 
sible to understand why loss of life was not 
larger. ; 

Many persons were roused from their beds 
and escaped with their children in their arms 
as they came from bed. Tuirty-four squares 
are inundated. 

SUMMING THE SITUATION. 

The situation may be briefly summed as 
follows: Allof ‘‘The Point” is under water, 
and the country beyond the cat-off, compris- 
ing 150 houses, and known as Bowlville, is 
flooded. Half of Portland, and all of Ship- 
pingport, are in waves. The houses are 
small cottages, of frail construction, and per- 
baps one-third of those in the flooded locality 
have been swept from their foundations. In 
the lower hollows of the bottom lands the 
water is within a foot or two of the roofs of 
the houses. The entire neighborhood is doing 
all it ean for the sucec rof the sufferers, The 
river is still rising an inch per hour, with a 
few inches over 39 feet in the canal, 36 feet 8 
inches in the ehute on the falls, and 34 feet 2 
inches over the rocks. 

AT. FRANKFORT. 

FrANKFortT, Ky., February 13.—The Ken- 
tucky river began to fall at dark last night. 
At 12:30 today it had fallen four and one- 
half feet. Brooker’s distillery, at Clifton, 
twelve miles above Frankfort, gave way, and 
500 barrels of whisky were washed out, the 
greater part of which were recovered. The 
bridges here remain intact. 


THE INDIANA TOWNS. 


8,000 Persens Turned out of Empleyment at New 
Albany—Lawrenceburg Submerged. 
New Aupany, Inp., February 15 —The 
river rose eighteen inches last night and is 
still rising. All the houses and factories 
along the river front are abandoned. The 
water got intothe glass works furnaces last 
night and the fires are all out. They will lose 
at least 100,000 dollars. About 3,000 persons 
are thrown out employment. From 300 to 
500 families had to move and ‘all the avail- 
able room on the high ground is filled. The 
railroad track between here and Jeffersonville 
is abandoned. Ferry boats are making only 
occasional trips to the Kentucky side of river. 
LAWRENCEBURG SUBMERGED. 

CINCINNATI, February 13.—The situation at 
Lawrenceburg, Indiana, is alarming. The 
town is entirely cut off from communication, 
except by boat. and is half submerged. It is 
considered certain that there is suffering for 
food and fire among the imprisoned people. 

HarDENTOWN, Ind., February 15.—Tbere 
has been no loss of lifeat Lawrenceburg so far 
as we can learn. The damage will be very 
heavy, but i' can’t be estimated till the water 
goes down. the water is now about three 
feet higher than it was last February, and up 
to this morning it has risen about an inch 
per bour. Lawrenceburg is entirely covered. 
The entire village of Hardentown is covered 
with water. Some people had to abandon 
their houses entirely.

THE FLOODS ELSEWHERE. 


The River Rising at Chattancogu-The European 
Situation—In the Misslasippi V alley.

CuHatTanooGa, Tenn., February 13.—The 
river at this hour is slowly rising but citi- 
zens do not anticipate a dangerous flood. 
Lonpon, February 13.—The Times in an ed- 
itorial article bewails the tarming prospecis.

IN THE MISSISSIPPI VALLEY. 

From the Monday’s Picayune. 

The lower Mississippi, that is, the river below 
Cairo, shows a considerable stage of wateranda 
decided rise in the past 24 hours. At Memphis itis 
about 26 feet above low water, and at Vicksburg 32 
feet 7 inches above low water, but still has 20 feet to 
go before the stage of last vear’s flood can be reach- 
ed. At New Orleans the river is 5 feet 8 inches be- 
low the high water of 1874, with a rise of 3 inches in 
twenty-four hours. Red river is at a pretty good 
stage of water, being 15 feet 9 inches above low wa- 


‘ter, while the Tenn cssee is very full, showing arise 


of 20 feetin the 24 hours of Friday, and 2 feet 2 
inches on Saturday, the river standing on Sunday 
at noon, at Nashville, at 37 feet 8 inches above low 
water. The Arkansas riveris low, with a rise of 4 
or 5 inches a day. 

The Upper Mississippi and the Missouri rivers are 
very low, beinglocked upinice. The snow fall in 
the northwest is heavier thao for years, and an 
early thaw with heavy rains would bring those 
streams down in heavy floods upon the lower rivers, 
already very full. 

As another element in this situation, the recon- 
struction of the levees in Louisiana is ina very 
back ward state, severa! of the largest levees under 
contract to parties holding under the auspices of, 
the Mississippi river commission, are ina very back- 
ward state, andas the Picayune has heretofore 
published, on the basis of reports of the inspecting 
engineers, cannot be finished before late in May 
at the present rate of progress. In addi- 
tion to this information was received in the city 
yesterday by Mr. P, A. Martin, of St. Charles, of a 
serious eave ia the levee near the old Sauve 
crevasse, some six miles above Carrollton. A horse- 
shoe embankment has been thrown up by the con- 
tractor in the rear of the break, but this is 
merely a temporary work and unfit to endure 
any sort of hard usage in the shape of heavy pres 
sure or a considerable rise.

ATLANTA LIKELY TO HAVE A NEW 
. UNITED STATES BARRACKS. 


The House at Work on the Tariff Question—The River 
and Harbor Bill—Southern App. opriation— 
Southern War Cisime—The Senate at 
Work on Suger and Jute Butts. 


WASHINGTON, February 13.—The house, on 
motion of Mr. Lynch, of Mississippi, passed 
the senate bill authorizimg the commissioner 
of the Freedmen’s saving and trust company 
to examine and audit all claims against the 
company and to pay all dividends due on ac- 
counts which have been presented since the 
2ist of Augnst, 1881. The house, at 11:50, 
went into committee of the whole on the 
tariff bill. 

In the debate on the tariff bill, Mr. Town- 
send, of Illinois, made a general attack on 
the bill, and in the course of his remarks 
said: “This bill did net originate in congress. 
It was sived by a lobby of hired agents of 
monopolisis, and it was brought forth in 
secret conclave.” 


This angered several members of the ways 
and means committee, one of whom, Mr. 
Haskell, of Kansas, said that he ‘stood here 
for nearly three weeks, and had listened to 
denunciation coming from the other side. 
leveled at the members of the ways and 
means committee, long. enough without 
reply. The gentleman from Illinois 
stood here and charged that this bill was a 
creation of corrupt and scandalous. lobby. 
Every word of his declaration was a flat false- 
hood, Did he comprehend exactly the full 
length and breadth and width of that state- 
ment?” For an hour afterward the house 
was on the verge of a violent outbreak, not- 
withstanding the efforts of other members to 
restore harmony. Business was finally re- 
sumed, and the following were the principal 
changes in the tariff bill to-day: Reducing 
the duty on nickel from 25 to 15 percent 
per pound; imposing a duty of 
25 per cent ad valorem on quicksilver; 
reducing from .35 to 30 per cent ad valorem 
the duty on shotguns; imposing a duty of 35 
per cent ad valorem on pistols; the duty on 
metalic pens was changed from 45 per cent ad 
valorem to 12 cents per gross. Having con- 
cluded the consideration of the metal sched- 
ule, with the exception of one clause, the 
committee rose and the house adjourned. 

THE RIVER AND HARBOR BILL. 

The committee on commerce repogted the 
river and harbor biil, and it was ordered print- 
ed and recommitted. The appropriations re- 
commended amount to $7,937,000. Among 
the items are for the general improvement of 
the Mississippi, $2,150,000; Charleston harbor, 
$100,000; Savannah harbor, $150,000; Pensacola 
harbor, $25,000. 

Wasaineton, February 13.—Allotment of 

2,150,000 appropriated in river and harbor 
vill for Mississippi improvements embraces 
the following: $1.500,000 from the head of 
the passes, to Cairo, including the harbors of 
New Orleans, Natchez, Memphis, and the 
reaches at Plum Point, and Lake Providence, 
and the deflection of the waters of the Red 


and Mississippi _rivers, from the 
Atchafalaga river. The following are 
the _ principal southern items, not 
previonsly mentioned: Charleston 


harbor, $100,000; o emge, Marsh, Georpia, 
$9.0“ carannah river, between Savannah 
and Augasta, $17.000; St. John’sriver, Florida,

THE SENATE, 


Working Over Dutch Standard Sugar, Jute Butte, To-. 
baceo and Wool. 

Wasuinoton, February 13.—The tariff bill 
was taken up and the sugar schedule was re- 
sumed. Amendments making the duty on 
all sugars not above number 13 Dutch stand- 
ard, and not above 75 degrees by polariscope, 
one and forty-one hundredths cent per pound; 
and four one hundredths of a cent per pound 
for every degree or fraction of degree above 
75, agreed to by vote of 45to 16. The rate 
cn sugar above number 12 and not above 
number 16 Dutch standard was made two 
and fifty-one hundredths cents per pound. 
The rate on sugars ubove number 16, ane not 
above 20 Dutch standard, was made three 
cents, and on that above .20 Datch standard 
three and a half cents per pound. Jute was 
restored to schedule J. at $15 per ton; 
Jute Butts were left upon the free list. 

The tobacco schedule was taken up. As a 
substitute for the paragraph struck out in 
committee of the whole and succeeding para- 
graphs Mr. Platt offered the following which 
he said was satisfactory to cigar manufact- 
urers, and would be, he thought, satisfactory 
to tobacco growers also: 

Leat tobacco, of which 8&5 per cent is of the re- 

quisite size, and of the necessary fineness of text- 
ure to be suitable for wrappers, and of which more 
than one hundred leaves are required to weigh a 
pound; if net stemmed, 75 cents per pound; if 
stemmed, «ne dollar per pound. 
Agreed to—ayes 35, nays 18. The wool 
schedule, on which a duty of ten cents per 
pound is levied, was restored to thirty cents, 
or less, according to the original bill. The 
book schedule was taken up, and then the 
senate adjourned. 

SOUTHERN WAR CLAIMS. 
Wasuineton, February 13.—The senate 
military committee to-day agreed to report 
favorably to the house bill to reimburse wet 
ida for its expenditures on account of the 
Indian hostilities between 1855 ani 1860. 
The house war claims committee agreed to 
report favorably on the bill to reimburse Jas. 
S. Clark & Co., of New Orleans, for the pro- 
ceeds of cotton sold, and the amount turned 
into the treasury.

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ATLANTA 10 HAVE BARRACKS. 
The Appropriations’ Committee Agree te Report $75,-

The Loulsiana Senater Telle What He ts Told te Say 
About Sugar.

He 
argued against the amendment, and ap 
pealed to the senate not to_ sacrifice 
the producer. After considerable discussion 
between Hoar, Aldrich, Kellogg and others, 
Kellogg said: 

If you wish to change the rates fixed in com- 
mittee of whale, in order to secure more uniform- 
i‘y, why do you not make the rate of duty on sugar 
below No. 13 1.40-100 cents per pound, and then on 
every additional degree 4-100 of cent per pound, 
which would make an average of two cents per 
pound, as agreed in committee of whole? 

After further discussion, Bayard moved to 
make the rate 1.40-100 cents per pound, and 
on every additional degree 4-100 cent per 
pound, which, after considerable discussion, 
was adopted.

A Picturesque Negro Wedding in the Mountains of 
Northeast Georgia, 
Special to New York Telegiam. 
Fiuuay, February 9.—This town is up on 
the Biue Ridge mountains, in the northern 
end of Georgia, but it can produce more sen- 
sations in a week than almost any region in 
the country, unless, perhaps, it be the Pike 
county bear country, up in Pennsylvania. 
Ellija: is the county seat of Gilmer county 
and boasts of a population of 241 souls, fifty 
three of which are white. How the town got 
itsname is more than any one can tell. 
‘Uncle Sumpter,’’ a venerable darkey, repor- 
ted to be 132 years old, said: 
“Dis yer city was named after one o’ de 
prophets’’—presumably Elijah, In spite of 
the small population, there is a great deal of 
style in Eilijay, as a party of health-seekers 
who remained in town over night while ona 
muleback journey to Atlanta yesterday had 
an opportunity to observe. Hearing one of 
the negro waiters at the supper table remark 
that Diana Ennis was about to be married, 
and imagining the sight would be worth 
seeing, I concluded to step around to the 
church and see Diana ‘“‘spliced’’—for by that 
rather inelegant term is the wedding cere- 
mony known in northern Georgia. 

A GEORGEOUS ARRAY. 
The marriage was performed in the Meth- 
odist colored church, on the only street in the 
town. lLlafterward learned that the bride’s 
father had become rich by speculations in 
cotton, but was amazed when at 7 p. m. three 
close carriages drove up to the church, con- 
taining the bridal party. Five bridesmaids, 
each blacker than the ace of spades, preceded 
the bride up the isle of the church, while the 
groomsman had an equal numberof ‘“‘best 


men.’’ Both the contracting parties were 
negroes. The bridésmaids all wore white 


swiss dresses, corsage bouquets of white hya- 
cinths, white kid gloves and kid slippers. 
The bride’s dress really would have ex- 
cited the admiration of any of our New York 
belles. It was of white moire, trimmed 
with Valenciennes lace, supplemented 
with natural orange blossoms and white ca- 
melias, such as are only to be found in this 
state. The cuirass waist had a heart shaped 
neck, and through the shimmering iolds of 
lace could be seen a bandsome necklace of 
earls, contrasting singularly with the jet 
lack neck which thev encircled. Thegroom 
and his best men—called ‘‘assisters’’ here— 
looked as if they had just left the hands of 
the famous Poole, so handsomely did their 
black dress suits, their white vests and their 
snowy linen look. The minister who per- 
formed the ceremony received’a gold coin, 
which dame rumor, the great friend of the 
southern darky, said was a twenty dollar gold 
piece. : 
THE WEDDING FEAST. 

After the ceremony the newly wedded 
couple drove to the house of the bride’s par. 
ents, Where a grand supper, to which every 
human being in the village was invited, took 
place. The feast was eaten in the door-yard, 
a long table with 250 places having been pre- 
pared. The weather was delightfully warm, 
and the grounds were illuminated with pine- 
knot torches, Chinese lanterns and lamps 
The scene was one never to be forgotten. On 
a huge ‘‘piatter’ in the centre of the table 
was a whole roast pig—or rather a roast hog, 


for the animal had long ago ceased 
be be a pig. On either side of the 


central pig were fruit cakes, boiled hamis,cold 
tongue, roast turxeys,chickens and great piles 
of biscuits, bread and cake. The bride and 
groom presently made their appearance—he 
in a dark traveling suit: she likewise in a 
traveling garb of black silk and velvet, witb a 
‘“‘eute’’ little black velvet bonnet. Both look- 
ed painfully conscious of being ‘‘the observed 
of all observers."” Assoon as the bridal party 
were seated the guest “fell to” with a ven- 
geance, and the rapidity with which shose 
edibles disappeared can best be described by 
‘Joe Gargery’s remark to *‘Pip’’: Such a hon- 
common bolt as that I’ve never see afore.”’

SHORT TALKS WITH THE SCRIBES 
OF THE COUNTY PRESS. 


The Manufacture of Cotton Seed—Farming in Ameri- 
cus—Prosperous Colored Farmers in Burke 
Cousty, and Elsewnere—The Weynesboro 
Chinamen—Mules in Americus, 


The Waynesboro Citizen says: Our report of the 
raid on the Chinamen last week, was made up a 
few hoursafter the occurrence, when rumors were 
fast and furious, and it was impossible to get the 
facts. Rumors are Sstiil rife and facts few. The ru- 
mors that the Chinamen were badly beaten and 
theim property destroyed, are positively denied. 
The facts admitted are that a party did go to the 
Chinarmen’s store and order them to leave; one of 
them readily agreed to do so, and was not further 
molested: the other Chinaman was stubbern, and 
was taken out with threats of lynching for the pur- 
pose of frihtening him into measures,he soon weak- 
ened, and agreed to leave, was brought back, the 
store securely locked, and the Chinamen left on the 
next train, No personal abuse is said to have oc- 
curred. The affairseems likely now to blow over, 
without much further trouble. 

‘Ihe WNaynesvoro Citizen says: There have prob- 
ably been more new houses built in Waynesboro 
during the past six months than in any other town 
in the state, and still there does not seem to be by 
any means cnough smail cottage buildings to sup- 
ply the demand, and rents keep welluyp. The 
building of small, comfortable hovses in townisa 
far better investment than any railroad stock in the 
state, and so it seems likely to remain for an indefi- 
nite period oftime. We have heretofore urged our 
moneyed men to build these smali houses, for the 
reason that every house built would bring a new 
citizen to town who would bring with him muscle 
or money, and add an ttem to the jmporiance of 
the town, and enhance the value of allthe real 
estate within the corporation. We would like to 
see a neat house on every vacant lotin town. 

Watermelon raising will be engaged in largely in 
Fort Valley the coming season. 

J. M Gray, of Fort Valley, fired both barrels of 
his breech-loaderintoa drove of blackbirds and 
killed eighty-one last week. 

In suggesting the building of a hotel for northern- 
ers, the Americus Recorder seusibly says: Did you 
ever hear of a man who held a niekel so close to 
his eyes that he could not see a ten dollar gold 
piece five feet from him? Well, we are not going 
todraw any comparison, for some one has said 
that comparisons are odious. Weare simply going 
to remark that lands in Sumter county are very 
low in price, anda great proportion of these lands 
are in the possession of, or are controlled by, our 
local capitalists. Town property in americus is 
also very low, as compared wtth cities of the same 
size in the north. I* there was a greater demand 
for farming lands and town property. prices would 
advance, and those who own the farms and town 
lots would add totheir wealth. So long as there 
is more lands than there is people to cultivate 
them, so long will land be cheapand town lots low, 
for upon the development of the country must de- 
pend the growth of the towns. A larger farming 
population means an increase in the price of farm- 
ing lands, the growth of the towns dependent upon 
the country for their trade and increase in yalue of 
town property. 

The mule trade is extensive in Americus. But 
very little is known as to the amount of money that 
goes outof Sumt r e¢Ounty each year for the ani 
mals... Realizing this fact, a Recorder man circu- 
lated Rmoug the mule-buyers last Saturday to ob- 
tain some facts and figures in rela‘ion tothe matter. 
The number of mules sold at each stable are about: 
Prince Bros’, 600; Jordan’s 275; Haynes’s, 100; 
Flam’s, 250; total, 1,225. ‘These, multiplied by $150, 
the average price, makes the neat sum of $/9,500, 
or nearly $20,000. The number of horses s»)ld we 
are unable to sav, except fiom estimates, and 
they are necessarily incerrect. Prinee brothers, 
willsell between 150 and 200. Jordan will sell 
about 100, and we suppose miscellaneous dealers 
willraise the number auother hundred, making in 
all about 400 annually sold in Americus, 

The prices paid for the horses will run from 
$150 to $400, but few being sold at the latter prices. 

The trade in muleshas already decreased to a 
greatextent from whatit was a few years ago. 
Shortly after the war Mr. Jordan would sell six 
hundred muies a season, and only two seasons ago 
Prince brothers sold over six hundred mules them- 
selves. Butin those days the whole country, al- 
most, was supplied from the Americus market. 
Montezuma, Oglethorpe, Andersonville, Smithville, 
Leesburg, Albany, Dawson, Cuthbert, Preston, E)- 
laville, and even farmers near Columbys, bought 
their mules here. A great number oj 
now in the business, many at the places named, 
and the mules sold here are mostly used in Samter. 
The following from the Americus Reeorder is in- 
structive: *‘As weare under the head of new busi- 
ness,’ began the dentist, as he rose and hung his 
cane on a chair, ‘‘I would like to t@] the clubofa 
little incident that happened to me a few days ago. 
Iwas coming up the read and metsevoral Ohio 
farmers. They were much interested in Georgia, 
and seemed to want to settle here. I invited them 
to Americus, of course, when one of them, who, by 
the way, is worth several thousand dollars, I 
should judge, asked me if he could get a position 
towork onafarm. Itold himIdid not know, but 
would see. If any of our members know where he 
could geta position, I would like to have them tell 
me. He would like to manage a planta- 
tion; would work three-fourths of itas the owner 
desired, but wants one-fourth of it cultivated in his 
way.’’ The dentist paused and glanced timidly 
around at the members. ‘‘That’s the very man we 
want, doctor, to run our plantation,’’ whispered 
the mild-eyed young man tothe doctor. The doc- 
tor rose up with his moustache bristling. “I would 
like to know who of this organization would want 
a yankee to manage his plantation. A yankee 
can't get work out of niggers. He would want to 
feed them on steak and pork, and give them oyster 


fritters and cake for desert, and in six 
months he would bust the man 
who was running him higher than a 
kite. I most emphatically enter my protest against 
any member of this club engaging him.’’ The 


mild-eyed young man fell back aghast. It was evi- 
dent that in his navigation he had run againsta 
Flint riverstump. ‘Do you know what salary he 
would ask?’’ said the deacon. ‘No, I do not,” an- 
swered the dentist. ‘‘The question of compensa- 
tion was not mentioned.’’ ‘‘My protest den’t seem to 
have much weight,’’ snarled the doctor. ‘‘Never you 
mind, gentlemen. Just try him a few seasons and 
where you would be. The first season he 
might do asyou want him,but the next I'y 
wager that he wouldn’t plant a cotton seed for 
you, and wonld be wanting you to use stable man- 
ure and plant corn, potatoes, sugar cane, and raise 
watermelons.

The erection of the mill and the 
necessary machinery would costa comparatively 
small sum, probably notmore than $10,000, and 
there are gentlemen of this county who could fur- 
nish all the capital needed. We hbavein ou: mind 
a most eligible site for the establishmeat of such an 
enterprise, and there is no disputing the fact that it 
it woull pay. We refer to Mr. E. Newton 
Palmer’s mill, near McBean station. This mill is 
located not more than 75 yards from the rajlroad, 
on a stream which always affords an ample supply 
of water, with plenty of fall for the driving of the 
machinery, and we know this property could be 
boughtat reasonable figures. The cotion raised in the 
county would furnish nearly 100,000,000 bushels of 
seed, besides the seed that would be furnished by the 
adjacent territory of Richmond, ail of which conld 
be bought at easy rates and brouxht te the mill 
with Little trouble and expense. Altogether, a 
cotton seed oil mill, with the advantages offered by 
the above mentioned location, holds out more in. 
ducements to the capitalists than any enterprise 
which has for a long time come under our observa- 
tion.

THE CITIZENS’ BANK CASE. 

We print elsewhere this morning the de- 
cision of Mr. W. D. Ellis on the Citizens’ 
bank case. This case invoived mainly the 
liability of the stockholders for unpaid sub- 
scription and was submitted to Mr. Ellis, who 
wasappointed master in chancery by Judge 
Hillyer, of the superior court. 

It will be seen that Mr. 
Ellis decides squarely that 
the stockholders are liable for every dollar of 
their subscribed stock, only fifty per cent of 
which has been paidin. The original capi- 
tal stock of the bank was $400,000, of which 
$200,000 was paidin. Of the remaining $200,- 
000, decided by Mr. Ellis to be still due, about 
$100,000 has been balanced by the purchase of 
Claims against the bank held by depositors 
and others. . 

The selection of Mr. Eilis as'the master 
in this case was a wise one. He is a clear- 
headed, studious and well-equipped lawver, 
deliberate and conscientious by nature, and 
enjoys the fullest confidence of the bench, 
bar and public. His decision shows deep re- 
search, and will strike any lawyer as being 
sound in law, well supported by authority, 
and in itsstyle, clear, judicial and forcible. 
As to its importance locally, it involves large 
interests fora large number of people. Out- 
side of Atlanta, it will be esteemed as a clear 
and useful deliverance on a question of 
special and general interest. 
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RICHARD WAGNER. 

The most original, if not the greatest Ger- 

man composer, dead. Richard Wagner, 
best known here by his Lohengrin and Tann- 
hauser, died last night in Venice, where he 
had gone for his health. He lacked two 
months of completing his seventieth year, 
yet so vigorous and active was he that most 
people would have put his age ascore of years 
less. 
_ Wagner was the son of a petty German 
official, why died when he was a baby. His 
education. was picked up here and there, 
When he left his teens he led orchestra in 
severa! German towns, and at last drifted to 
mambo “There he lived from hand 
9 mouih writing magazine articles and mak- 
ing, as he said, instrumental arrangements of 
every imaginoble kind, down to those for the 
cornet and piston. In 1842 he brought out 
Rienzi and was decorated for it by Prussia. 

Wagner was an active leader in the revolu- 
tionary movement of 1848 and was an exile 
in Switzerland for 1Q@ years, when he was par- 
doned by the king of Saxony; at whose court 
he met King Louis, of Bavaria, who may be 
said to have made Wagner’s reputation; for 
without Louis’s aid many of Wagner’s opera’s 
would never have been produced. 

He had the idea of welding words, action, 
painting and music in one fusible whole and 
founding a national German vpera upon the 
German legendary history; hence the Ni- 
bulungen Ring produced atthe well-known 
Baireuth festivals. Histheories, which have 
been put into‘practice at these festivals, ‘are 
the subject of much discussion. The es- 
sence of his theory of opera mav be 
stated in his own words: ‘‘The error in the 
opera as a species of art has consisted in the 
fact thata mere means of expression—that is, 
music—has been made the end, while the 
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end of expression, the drama, has been made 
the means; and thus the actual Jyric drama |} 
hes been made to rest upon the basis of abso- 
Tiff mausic.” 

His reputation will always be great and his 
example has already affected modern music 
and the stiltedfun of Italian operais giving 
way to freer melodic expression, which 
the great charm of his work. 
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WOOD PULP. 

The protectionists who put books on the 
free listand inthe same hour voted to tax 
wood pulp, have got even with their critics; 
and they have not done anything worse in 
taxing wooed pulp than they have done in 
every other schedule of the pending bills. 
Wood pup is, in fact, a very fair example of 
protection for protection’s sake. Its manu- 
facture is confined to about a half-dozen firms, 
being in this respect much like quinine. Ac- 
cording to the testimony before the tariff 
commission, the product amounts to about 


1,000,000 tons a year. {The tax is 
twenty per cent. It is strictly  pro- 
hibitory, the government receiving from 


this article in 1880 only $1,001.50, While the 
government got $1.000 the half dozen pulpers 
gathered in a bounty of twenty per cent on 
‘1,000,000 tons. Pulp sells for two cents a 
pound or $40 a ton. If the figures of the 
commission are correct the entire product 
sold for $40,000,000—showing that the wood 
pulpmakers received a bounty of $8,000,000, 
and the United States treasury just $1,001.50! 
It is stated without contradiction that pulp 
can be made in this country of cheap timber 
at the cost here of the foreign product. The 
uty is therefore clear and unmitigated boun- 
y. This money is paid Senator 
Miller of New York and Representative Rus- 
se}! of Massachusetts-——-both fer 
wood pulp—end toa handful of other extor 
tionists of the most shameless sort. 
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according to the census of 1870. The sum 
and substance of the business is, the wood- 
pulpers by concentrated effort and by com- 
bining with other monopolists are able 
to lay a tax upon the dis- 
semination of knowledge for the benefit of 
scarcely anyone but themselves. If pulp 
were free books and all other printed matter, 
including newspapers, could be materially re- 
duced in price, white paper for newspaper 
uses could be sold for four cents a pound, in- 
stead of six cents, and all through the printing 
trade there would be corresponding reduc- 
tions. The consumer pays this tax of twenty 
per cent to the palpers when it buys a news- 
paper, or a pamphlet, or a book issued in this 
country. The duty that the protectionists have 
spitefully put on pulp does not therefore harm 
the publishers, except so faras its limits the 
dissemination of knowledge among the peo- 
ple, but it does cut at every turn into the vest 
pockets of the citizen who reads. It is the 
intelligent citizen who is chiefly hurt, and it

A WONDERFUL CAREER. 

Many of the younger men who were strard- 
ed by the late war, have reguined their feet, 
and bid fair to eclipse their ante-bellum Ca- 
reer—men, for example, like Senator Vance; 
but we doubt if the confederacy affords a par- 
allel to the case of Judah P. Benjamin, 
Queen’s counsel, whose retirement at the age 
of 71 has already been announced. He was 
nearly 55 years old when the war was closed, 
and he was stripped of every dollar that he 
had accumulated ina career of rare honor and 
success. After the capture of Mr. Davis, 
Mr. Benjamin made his way to a point 
near Key West, where he embarked ona 
smal] sailboat, open and without deck, for 
Nassau. and he used to relate how, when the 
guif stream almost carried them out into 
the open sea, when battling against a head- 
wind and out of sight of land, (for 100 miles 
was the distance,) and with one bushel of 
raw sweet potatoes to feed three men, 
when almost without hope, at the last mo- 
ment the wind changed, filled their small 
sail, carried them to within sight of the 
light house, and enabled them to effect a 
landing just at the extreme northern por- 
tion of the Bahamas. In September, 1869, 
he landed in England, and in June following 
was admitted tothe bar. In 1868 he pub- 
lished his ‘Benjamin on Sales,” having in 
the intervening years supported himself by 
writing leading articles for the newspapers, 
The first year he made about £300, the next 
year about £400, ‘‘and thefourth year,”’ said 
he, “my income was £1,000.” It rapidly in- 
creased after that. My book gave me my 
practice, and now, wonderful to relate, I 
have, upon looking overmy cases yesterday, 
just one-half of the cases from the realm (i, 
e.,the whole of England,Scotland and Ireland) 
before the house of lords on tbe appeal.”’ It is 
understood that his pnactice has of late yielded 
him $200,000 a year. By advice of his physi- 
cians who have discovered that he has a form 
of heart disease, he retires on a handsome 
competence from the very top of the English 
legal ladder,towhich place he climbed unaided 
by anything except his own ability and will, 
at an age when most 
men are thinking of retirement 
instead of new achievements. We doubt ifa 
case of sifhilar success in a new field can be 
produced. Mr. Benjamin is still a stout de- 
fender of the southern cause. He was born 
in 1812, in Santo Domingo, of Jewish parents, 
who emigrated to Savannah in 1816. Mr. 
Benjamin did not goto New Orleans until 
1831, when he began to study law, support- 
ing himself by teaching. 


EDUCATING THE NEGROES. 
When Mr. Frank Wilkeson, the corre- 
spondent of the New York Sun, was in South 
Carolina, he conceived the idea that the 
democrats of that state are engaged in a con- 
spiracy to prevent the education of the ne- 
groes. As we showed at the time, it is a most 
extraordinary idea, considering the fact that 
the white property-owners are paying as 
much for the education of the negroes as they 
pay for the education of their own children. 
Mr. Wilkeson evidently made no serious in- 
vestigation, and his letter was doubtless writ- 
ten after an interview with one of those 
choice spirits—still common in South Caro 
lina—either a politician whois anxious to per- 
petuate bad feelings between the races, or an 
irreconcilable who is accustomed to bluster 
whenever and wherever a Yankee shows his 


head, or whenever the name _ of 
Yankee is mentioned. Otherwise 
the correspondent, wi0 is un- 


doubtediy conscientious in what he says, 
would have discovered that there are more 
negroes than whites receising the benefits of 
the public schools. 

Since visiting South Carolina, Mr. Wilke- 
son bas drifted into Mississippi, and there his 
observation has probably been more leisure- 
ly. The poverty of the white planters of that 
state jars somewhat unpleasantly upon him, 
and he seeks the solution of the negative 
misery of the condition of the people. ‘‘Ad- 
ded to “thei: material troubles,’’ Mr’ Wilke- 
son says, ‘‘is the political one, caused by the 
presence ofan inferior and ignorant race. 
Would the difficulty be solved by educating 
negroes? I fear not. Would their capacity for 
evil be increased by education? Hard as my 
declaration may sound to northern ears, I 
honestly believe that increased capacity for 
evil will be the only result of educating 
these blacks.”’ 

How this declaration may sound to north 

ern ears we do not know, but it sounds very 
hard to southern ears. If education is not 
the chief solution of the problem that cen- 
fronts the white people of the south, then 
there is no other conceivable deer si and 
there is nothing ahead but political chaos 
and demoralization. But Mr. Wilkeson is as 
sadly out of the way in his conclusions in re- 
gard to the ignorant negroes of Mississippi as 
he isin his statement that the white people 
of South Carolina are conspiring to prevent 
the education of the negro. 

To say that education will make the negroes 
of Mississippi worse than they are, is to say 
that education makes ignorance worse, This 
isimpossible, Siavery itself was in the nature 
of aschool, and the negroes of to-day area 
vast improvement in every way over their 
ancestors, who were imported by the thrifty 
men of New England and sold into slavery.

Wilkeson is wide of the mark in his conclu- 
sions. While education mf&y increase the

He 
said he considered that as no minister had replied 
to M. De Cassagnac the goverument was guilty :f 
cowerdice M. Faure was censured. After the 
adjournment of the chamber M. De Mahy sent 
seconds to M. Faure to demand a retraction or ex- 
planation of the offensive expression he had used 
during debate. M. Faure disclaimed having meant 
to personally offeud any of the ministers ‘his ex- 
planation was accepted as satisfactory by M. De 
Mahy.

MIXED WItH MERCURY. 


A Colered Cook Becomes Angered and Tries te End a 
Ceachman’s Life, 

it happened last week, but stiil it is news. 

For some time past a well-known and wealthy 
Atlanta gentleman had in his service acook known 
as Missouri Boyd. She was an adept in her occupa- 
tion, and gave such satisfaction that the tenure of 
her position was with herself alone. In the 
same gentleman's employment as coachman 


was Armstead Mell, a colored man, who has the 
confidence of his master, Being servants in the 
same family,the two colored peuple were almost 
constantly together, and but for the fact that Mell 
Was a married man love and courtship might have 


grown out of their coustant assuciation. 
But probably the fact that Mell’'s 
wife was also x servant in 


the family prevented any demonstration of that 
feeling which certainly bad an existe: ce. 

Snuiday morning one week ago, the gentle pot 
Slinger and the jehu bad a slight quarrel which was 
soou forgotten by the latter. But Missouri’s anger 
was not so short. It slumbered uutil Saturday 
morning last, when it wasaroused with a vengeance. 
Un that morning Mell sat downto his breakfast 
and for ‘he first time during the week Mis- 
souri spoke to him. Her speech was in the form 
ofaninquiry whi-h elicited a reply from Mell to 
the effect that he would take coffee. As Mell 
emptied his cup he noticed something strange in 
the bottom, but at the time thought nothing of 
it. Immediately after drinking the coffee he naked 
a glass of sweet milk, which 
he also swallowed. Soon after breakfast 
Mell Was seized with n fit of 
vomiting, which lasted some minutes, and almost 
prostrated him. During this time he suffered in- 
teuse pain in his stomach, and recollecting his 
quarrel with Missouri, and the strange sediment 
in his cup, he instantly thought he had been pois- 
oned by her. Quickly he returned to the cook 
room and secured the cup from which he drank his 
coffee. The same strange looking sediment was 
there, and in a few seconds it was asceriained that 
it was quicksilver. 

As soon as Mell found out the cause of his 
sickness he became greatly alarmed, but grew no 
worse, and in a short while had entirely recovered. 
Of course, Missouri was charged with putting the 
quicksilver in the coffee, and for the purpose of 
killing Mell, but she stoutly denied the charge and 
left the home she has had so long. 

When. tbe gentleman learned what had taken 
place he dismissed the cook, sud up tothe present 
time she has not been beard of by those who are 
inquiring after her. The police will likely take a 
hand in the hunt for the colored Borgia. 
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WHO IS RESPONSIBLE? 


The Proprictors of the Kim bali House to be Sued for 
the Leas of a Watch. 

On Thursday,a week ago, a Miss Williams be- 
came the guest of the Kimball house and was giv- 
en. a room which had a broken lock on its door. 
The lady complained and it is said thata lock was 
promised but was not put onthe door. On Friday 
night while Miss Willia ms was atsupper a very fine 
gold watch, valued at three hundred dollars, was 
stolen from herroom. Sofar it has not been re- 
covered and Miss Williams has applied to 
Mr. Scoville, the proprietor of the house, to make 
good the loss. Mr. Scoville has declined to do so, 
and suit will be instituted to recover the amount. 
Miss William« has retained Mr. J.C. Jenkins, and 
the hotel will probably be represented by Hopkins 
& Glenn. The recent devision of the supreme court 
on this subject is reiied on by the plaintiff to a very 
great degree. ‘Ihe decision recites that sections 
2117 aud 2120 of the code provide that a guest at an 
int must comply with all reasonable rules thereof, 
and that the inn-keeper may adopt reasonable re - 
ulations for his own protection. ‘Those sections 
must be construed in connection with section 2119 
'in order to determine the mode of publicagion; and 
so copstrued, it is necessary to post such regulations 
Under the code theinn-keeper is bound to use ex- 
traordinary diligence; he may give notice of rea- 
sonable reguiations; and negligence of the guest 
himself, of which the loss is a consequence is al- 
lowed asa defense. In the case in whic the de- 
cision was rendered the proprietor of the hotel had 
failed to posta notice requiring valuables to be left 
in the office, and the only notice that he had was 
onthe register and wasas follows: ‘All moneys, 
jewels, coats, valises and other valuables -must be 
left at the office, and checks received for them, 
otherwise the proprietor will not be responsible for 
any loss.’’ he court held that that did not 
amount to publication, and the register was not ad- 
missible as showing such publication In this case 
there isno such point. The complaintis that the 
door was not provided with a lock, and in the de- 
cision which is quoted the court held that ‘** Had 
legal notice been published requiring the deposit of 
valuables, it ante not apply to a wath of reason- 
able value-worn by & guestoccupying & room, or to 
a reasonable sum had by him for the purpose of 
paying Lisjtraveling expenses,’’ 

in common law an innkeeper is an insurer of the 
goods of his guest,as a common carrier is held re- 
sponsible for what he undertakestotransport. The 
plaintiff will depend largely on the partof the de- 
cision, which delares that a watch is not a valuable 
which has to be leftin the office of a hotel. The 
case will call fer an interesting decision at the 
hands of the sypreme court when it reaches that 
tribunal. 
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THE COTTON MILw’S FUTURE. 


The New Negotiatiens Carrying on for Chinging the 
Proprietorsh ips. 

Mr. H. B. Plant, Mr. L. Blackstoneand Mr. W. 
W. Webb, have been in the city for the past few 
days looking after the recent sale ofthe Atlanta 
cotton mills. Mr. Webb was met yesterday at the 
Kimball house and asked if the sale had been 
completed. He said that. it had not been yet, the 
money had not been paid and the deed had not 
been transferred. The purchasers were ready how- 
ever to pay .over the money, as soon as the deed 
was made. Some of the preliminary matters 
between the purchasers and the commissioners 
necessary to be arranged would probably delay 
matters two or three days 

“Will there be any appeal or any further litiga- 
tien over the matter?’’ 

‘‘} do not think so. certainly none that will affect 
the sale. Any party has the right to appeal, but 
there will be no litigation that will affect the pay- 
menfof the money and the transfer of the proper- 
ty. The present purchasers are will- 
ing to take the property subject 
to any appeals that may be made by dissatisied 
stockhelders.’’ 

“What will be done about reorganization ?’’ 

“That isa question that will be determined after 
th deed bas been made. Mr. Plantand Mr. Clarke 
representing the trustees, will determine whether 
they willmakea new joint stock company or what 
will be done after the present sale is closed."’ 

Mr. Webb, the attorney for the trastees, is a son-in- 
law of Mr. Freeman Clarke, one of the trustees. 
We found Mr. Plantat his car. near the Marxham 
house, incompany With Mr Blackstone, his broth 
er-in-law. Mr. Blackstone isa citizeu of Norwich, 
Connecticut, and is quite a weaithy man and is in- 
terested in four or five of the largest manufacturing 
estalishments in Connecticut He comes merely 
on a Visit to the south and called 
to examine our manufacturing interests, 
He expressed himself delighted with Atlanta 
and said that he was astonished te see such pro- 
yress and such alive town, and that it indicated a 
city of large future growth. He did. not express 
his opinion about the condition of the cotton facto- 
ry, aitona he had spent two days carefully exam- 
ining it. As his business is almost exclusively in 
cotton manufacturing at Norwich, Connecticut, we 
are satisfied that his investigation will be consid- 
ered by the purchasers of this property so as 
to govern their future action concerning 
the investment of more moneyin the mill. Hew- 
ever he expressed no opinion in regard to ibe mat 
ter atall yesterday. r. Plant sald in regard to 
the matter : 

‘*] cannot say what willgbe done with the cotton 
factory. So far as lam concerned my interest here- 
tofore in the matter was simply to see that the first 
mortgage bondholders received something for the 
money that theyinvested. I think they will receive 
a considerable amount from this purchase. When 
the deed is made and the property transferred, I 
will then consider, together with others who are 
interested with me, what will be done. So far as I 
am concerned 1 do not expect to put avy great 
amount in it, yet | think it will be a good invest 
ment. What f determine on will be after a sale is 
completed. Whether! recommend it as au ip vest- 
meu! or whether 1 pug anything in it, will be 
determined then. I“&m satisfied that it can 
be made to pay if it is properly. man 
aged, andthat eventually the building wili be 
filled to its utmost capacity with improved ma- 
chinery. Nothing else can be done with it, and as 
soon as we decide whether it will pay or not, it will 
be an easy matter.to have the stock taken by men 
who are interested in cotton factones"’

DECIDING THAT THE STOCKHOLD- 
ERS WILL BEHELD LIA a 


A Lengtby, But Iateresting Document On a Point That 
Affee:s Many Peopie—Copied From Mr. Bilis’s 
BDecision— How the Decision was Reached 
~The Facts in the Case, Btc. 


We have been permitted to copy the following 
opinions by W. D. Ellis, who was appointed 
mas er to hear and determine various questions in 
volving the liability of the stockholders of the cit- 
izens bank for unpaid balances, and also to report 
to whom andin whatamouant the bank was in- 
debted on the day of its failure. The report in full 
will be voluminous and interesting, and will, we 
learn, be filed in a few days. 

Hill & Thomson, assignees and receivers, Vs. 


K, E. Rawson etal., John -ilvey & Co., etal. Bill 
in equity. Fulton superior court. 


On the 15th day of September, 1570, a charter was 
granted by the general assembly of Georgia to tlfe 
Georgia Ba’ king company with an authorized cap- 
ital of one million dollars. As soon as subscrip- 
tions to that amount had been taken and ten per 
cent thereof had been paid in, the subscribers were 
to become a body corporate and politic, with per- 
petual succession and the usual corporate powers 
and liabilities incident to banking companies. This 
bank was @ be located at Savannah. Videacts 
1870, p. 109. 

By act of 1872, p. 95, the charter was amended so 
as tochunge the name to ‘The Citizens’ Bank of 
Georgia,’’and;the location was changed from Savan- 
nah to Atlanta. It was also authorized to organize 
and commence business as soon as two hundred 
thousand dollars had be«n subscribed and ten per 
cent thereof paid in, the authorized capital of one 
million dollars remaining unchanged by the 
amending act. The parties named as corporators 
accepted the charter, and commissioners were ap- 
pointed, in terms prescribed, to solicit subscrip- 
tions to the capital stock of the corporation. In 
discharge this duty a subscription book was pre- 
pared and about four hundred thousand dollars 
were subscribed by various parties for the number 
of shares and the amount of stock set opposite 
their names. 

The coutract of subscription was in writing and 
as follows: 

“We, the undersigned, subscribe the amounts 
and number of shares set oppesite our names to 
the capital stock of the Citizens’ Bank of* Georgia, 
and agree to pay the same as provided bv the char- 
terand beard of directors after the organization 
under the charter. : 

Ou the 9th day of November, 1872, the requisite 
amount having been subscribed and upon proper 
notice published, the subscribers met and receiv- 
ed the report of the commissioners, organized 
themselves under the charter and proceeded to per- 
fect the organization by the election of a board of 
directors. The subscription book shows, so far as 
the evidence goes, thatabout four thousand shares 
had been suoscribed (amounting toabout four hun- 
dred thousand dollars) and in this election for di 
rectors two thousand four hundre.t votes were cast. 
At this meeting for organization an assessment of 
twenty per cent on the stock as then represented 
was made, and the evidence shows 
that other assesments were subsequently made 
on the same basis, all of the assessments amount- 
ing to ou y fifty per cent of each subscription. 
These assessments were paid, except in a few in- 
stances, where no payments were made, or less 
than the fifty percent (see testimony). No other 
assessments or calls were ever made until the de- 
mand by the complainants in this bill 

The Citizens’ bank commenced business under 
these circum-tancesand under that organization 
on January 2, 1873,and continued without action 
of any kind necessary to mention here until the 
13th day of Jauuary, 1874, when at a regular meet- 
ing of the directors the following resolution was 
passed : 

‘It having been the original purpose of the 
stockholders of the Citizens’ bank of Georgia to pay 
in only fifty per cent on the amount of capital 
stock subscribed by each, and to let the dividends 
as they accumulate pay the other fifty per cent, 
and it having since been thought best to reduce the 
stock to full paid up stock, and to declare and pay 
the dividends as they are made in cash; therefore, 
resolved, That the original plan be abandoned, 
and as no certificates of stock have been issued, 


that certificates of stock be issued to each 
stockh: lder on an amount of stock 
as large asthe sum actually paid in by him or 


her in cash, and that the capital stock of the bank 
be based only on fully paid up stock and all sub- 
scriptions reduced to the amounts actually paid in. 

‘‘Resolved further, That the board of directors be 
and they are bereby instructed to open the books of 
the bank for add'tional subseriptions of full paid 
up stock, said books to remain open till the hela 
capital stock ‘subscribed reaches the sum of four 
hundred thousand dollars, the stock hereafter sub- 
scribed to receive its dividends as earned from the 
date the cash for the stock is paid in.’’ 

The corporation continued thé banking business, 
treating the capital stock as fixed by this reselution 
until the 13th day of April, 1881, when, by its offi- 
cers, it declared itself insolvent and made an as- 
sigument for the benefit of its creditors. After in- 
Vestigating the condutiion of the bank, and upon 
complete and satisfactory evidence that there 
would not be sufficient funds to pay its creditors, 
the assignees and receivers, having demanded the 
unpaid subscriptions, bring this,their bill,to enjoin 
numerous suits which had been instituted against 
the stockholders by depositors and other creditors, 
and to compel the stockholders to pay over to said 
assignees and receivers their unpaid subscriptions 
in order that an equitable distribution 
might be made of the funds so realized. 
To this suit numerous defenses have been made, 
and all the stockholders, who are denominated in 
the bill as ‘‘class two.’’ who bad been served, 
pleaded that the action of the bank in the passage 
of the resolution above set forth was valid, and re- 
leased them from any further liability, and espe 
cially, as itis admitted by the solicitors represent- 
ing the assignees, that none of the debts now due 
were in existence at the time of the passage of said 
resolution. 

Ihe statute of limitations has also been pleaded, 
in some cases on est factum has been set up and 
other defenses have heen made which will be found 
noted, and my rulings thereon ip the particular 
cases. As the validity of th-t resolution and the 
Statute of limitation affect all the cases, I will 
render my judgment on these two questions bere. | 
desire to state that. as I understand this bill, it is 


only aimed at ‘class two,’’ which 
does not include those stockholders 
who, as it is alleged in the bill, have 


arranged or settled their unpaid balances, if they 
owed any, with the assignees, and as I understand 


the order of reference my duties are 
confined to ‘class two”’’ as above de- 
sfribed, and ‘“elass one” in the bill. The 


duty being te determine how much and in what 
manner the bank is indebted to ‘‘class one,”’ its 
creditors, and how much, if anything, ‘‘class two,’’ 
a part of its stockholders, owe to the bank and its 
creditors 

In determining the first of these questions it is 
necessary to inquire what is the capital stock of a 
corporation, what ave its objects and uses, » nd 
what changes, if any, can be lawfully made in it. 

“It is the amount of shares subscribed, and not 
the sums actually paid in, which constitutes the 
capital stock of a company.” Hightower vs. 
Thornton: &th Georgia, 486, 7th head note. The 
capital stock therefore of the Citizens’ bank of 
(ieorgia when it organized and when. it opened its 
doors to the publie for the transaction of business 
in January, 1873, was the four hundred thousand 
dollars as subscribed on the stock subscription 
book. These subscriptions were the solemn prom- 
ises, in writing, of those who had subscribed their 
names to payinto the bank the amounts sub- 
scribed, first, tofurther the business of the enter- 
prise; and seconaly, as a security for those who were 
invited to deposit their funds in the bank and to 
deal with it as a banking institution. 

“The capital stock of -a corporation, like 
that of a limited partnership or joint stock com- 
pany, under the act of this state of 18:7 (Hotchkiss 
$73), is the amount fixed. upon bythe partners or 
associates as their stake in the concern. Upon this 
they get creditand transact business. It may not 
all be actually paid in. still they are liable to the 
public for the amount thus fixed.’’ 8 Ga, 500. 

If these definitions are correct, and I apprehend 
they will not be questioned, let us inquire whatare 
the objects and uses of the capital stockx All 
through the deci«ions of this country will be found 
laid down the doctrine that the capital stock isa 
trust fund for the payment of the debts of the cor- 
poration, for the protection of its creditors. The 
stockholders are interested in it for the succéss of 
the enterprise, the public is interested in it that the 
objects of the corporation, created for public con- 
venience and in the furtherance of trade and com- 
merce, may be carried out and honest): effected, 
the creditors are vita'ly interested because it is 
their security against the loss of their funds depos 


ited, and for the certain and speedy 
accom plishment of such ends us 
are effected through it in the course 


of their commercial transactions. It is so well un- 
derstood that it is nut necessary to detail the rela- 
tions which share holders sustain to the corpora- 
tion, bnt to determine the question before the 
court it is necessary to deai with the more intricate 
relations which may arise between the shareholder 
and the creditor. As between the corporation and 
its members many things can be done lawful as be- 
tween themselves buta fraud upon its creditors, 
and this action of the bank, in so far as it affected 
the shareholders alike, was lawful, but was it law- 
fulastocreditors? As the stock subscription, paid 
in cash, is held by the corporation, acting through 
its proper Officers, as a trust fund for the payment 
of its debts, so is the unpalfl subscription in the 
hands of each individual stockholder a trust fund 
for the same purpose, and if there has been any 
failure on the part of the corporation to call in un- 
paid subscriptions, and to bold the fund and to de- 
vote itto the payment of the debts, the courts of 
equity will take the place of the corporate authori- 


effected, and it follows of course that an paction of 
the co tion which pro to reduce the capi- 
tal stock Lelow the minimum would be illegal and 
void. If upon examinaiion of the testimony the 
resolution in question reduced the capital stock 
below two hundred thousand dollars. then it was 
unlawful for that reason, and it is true as set forth 
in the bill that deducting the subscriptious of th se 
who had paid nothing and who now claim to have 
been released by the bank this resolution did de- 
crease the capital stock far below the minimum. 

It cannot be fixed at a greater sum than the max 
imum because the act of the corporation thus fix. 
ing it would be ultra vires*\—Vide 105 U. S.. 105 e: 


seq. Ki may be fixed at any sum betwee 
those limits, but having been once fixed 
the limit agreed upon must be s 


treated as to guard the rights of the shareho] 
dersand to protect the interest of créditors. The 
corporation acting by its board of directors, in 
changes it might make, could infringe upon the 
rights of its own members, for example, a man 
might in a venture or enterprise be injured by 
the release ofa ce-shareholder, and it is well set 
tled that in some cases a shareholder may resort 
to equity to restrain acts ot the corporation. 
Piervéon railroads 43 and cases cited. Butas be. 
fore stated many ay, be done by the corpor- 
ation pweety fair to the stockholders, prohibited 
by neither the charter, the law or public policy 
ona fut they would amount in their operation toa 
frtud upon the creditors,

( , ‘LOrsS, passed the resolu- 
tion in question legal’? Could they agree among 
themselves to wipe out half of each amount they 
had subscribed and virtually to reduce their cap- 
itay stock to half of that upon which they had or- 
ganized? Can they as against the rights of credi- 
tors thus deal with the trust fund. In Seoville vs. 
Terry, 105 U. 8. (Otto) p. 153, Mr. Justice Woods de- 
livering the opinion of the couri says. ‘“‘The stock 
held by the defendant was evidenced by certificates 
of full paid shares, it is conceded to have been the 
contract between him and the company that he 
should never be called upon to pay any further as- 
sessmentsupon it. The same contract was made 
with all the other shareholders, and the fact was 
known toall. As between them and the company 
this wasa perfectly valid agreement It was not 
forbidden by the charter, or by any law or public 
wlicy. And as between the company and the stock- 
olders was just as binding as if it had been au- 
thorized by the charter.”’ Butthe doctrine of this 
court is that such a contract, though binding on the 
company, isa fraud in law on its creditors, which 
they can set aside; that when their rights intervene 
and their claims are to be satisfied, the stockholders 
can be requiredto pay their stock in full.” See 
aiso Sawyer vs. Hoag, 17 Wall 510. The resolution 
in question says it was the original purpose ouly to 
pay in 50 percent and to let dividends make up the 
other 50 percent. Where was any such purpose 
manifested? Nothing appears from the evidence to 
indicate it, and nothing in the books of the bank 
eoufirms it. No such indication appears 
in the contract of subscription, for that was uncon- 
ditional. Notone word had ever been said of it to 
the creditors until the resolution was adopted. 
Could the stockholders agree tothis? In Hightower 
vs. Thornton 8th Ga.. p. 500, the court says: *Ad- 
ditions m:y be made to the original stock by a suc- 
cessful prosecution of the business, still their profits 
do not constitute capital.’’ Again this resoiution 
proposes to issue certificates for paid up stock to 
the subscribers for just so much as they had paid in, 
in other words to issue ee up stock to the man 
who had paid oue installment, to another who had 
paid two, and to those who had paid fifty per cent. 
This was illegal as between themselves, ee It isin 
evidence that some had paid nothing. Some had 
paid not so much as 50 pe cent, and by far the 
greater number had paid 50 per cent. 

In the case of Sawyer vs. Hoag 17th Wallace 623, 
the courtin discussing the liability ofa stockholder 
who had subscribed for stock and had paid in the 
fullamount, or had gone through the form of it. 
and the company had loaned back to him as we}} 
astoail other stockholders eighty-five per cen 
with an agreementnotto cal for it, when sucd 
by the assignees for the unpaid balanee, the 
court treated the eighty-five per cent as un paid sub- 
scription, and not as borrowed money, and in hold- 
ing the defendant liable. go onto say: “But after 
all this artificial bodyi- but the repres:ntative of 
its stockholders, and exists mainly for their benefit, 
and is governed aud controlled mainly by them 
through the officers whom they elect. And thein 
terest and power of legal control of each sharehol- 
der is in the exact proportion to the amount of bis 
stock. Itis, therefore, but just that when the in- 
terest of the public, or of strangers, dealing with 
this corporation is to be affected by any transaction 
between the stockholders who own the corporation 
and the corporation itself, such transaction should 
be subject to a rigid serutiny, and if found to be in 
fected with anything unfair towards such third 
person, Calculated toinjure him, or designed in- 
tentionally, orinequitably to screen the stockhol- 
der from loss af the expense ol the general creditor, 
it should be disregarded, orannulled, so far as it 
may inequitably affec' him.’’ 

And again to show how sacredly the courts hold 
this trust, not only for the protection of creditors 
but for the satisfaction of their claims according to 
the principles of equity thecourtsays: ‘‘The debt 
which the appellant owed for his stock was a trust 
fund devoted to the paymentof all the creditors of 
the compeny. Assoon as the company became in- 
solvent and thisfact recame known to the appel- 
lant, the right of set off for an ordinary debt toits 
fullamount ceased, it became afund belonging 
in equity toall its creditors and could not be ap- 
propriated by the debtor to the exclusive payment 
of his own eclaim.’’ I7 Wall 610, 

In Hawley vs. Upton, 102 U. &. (Otto) p. 314, the 
defendant had entered into a bond by which he 
bound himself to pay $200 to the Great Western 
Insurance Company in installments, one fourth 
upon the receipt of the stock certificate and the bal- 

vee in 8, 6 and 9 months. He paid @25 and his 
name was entered asa stockholder on Ne books of 
the compahy, the certificate was not deSivered or 
demanded, he only signed the boud, did not sign 
and other subscription and in his bond the stock 
was declared to be ‘‘non assessable.’’ The company 
published Hawley as a_ stockholder but he 
had no notice of such publication. The 
company went into bankruptcy and this 
bond falling into the hands of the assignee 
was sued upon; the amount of this bond 
was 20 per cent. of ten shares, and in delivering the 
opinion of this court Chief Justice Waite says: 
* It cannot be doubted thathe who has become 
bound as a subscriber to the capital stock of a 
corporation must pay his subscription if required 
to meet the obligations of the corporation. A cer- 
tificate for his stock is not neces-ary to make him a 
subscriber. Ali that need be done, so fas as credi- 
tors are concerned, is that the subscrfber shall have 
bound himself to become a contributor to the 
fund which the capital stock of the corporation 
represents. if such an obligation exists the 
courts can enforce thiscontribution when required. 
After having bound himself to contribute he can- 
not be discharged fiom the obligation be has as 
sumed until the cotriontion has actually been 
made, or the obligation in seme lawful way extin- 
guished again. *‘He acknowledged the receip!*from 
ithe company of ten shares of its stock, and agreed 


within the time’ named to pay the compan) 
$200 or 20 per cent. of its par _ value, 
as the company  couid not geil i.s 


stock at less than par, what was done amounted in 
law toa subseription for the stock, and nothing 
less. Itistrne the stock he teok purported to be 
non-assessable; but thatin law Pht i only mean 
that no assessment would be made beyond the per 
centage he had bound himself to pay unless the le- 
gal liabilities of the company required it.’’ 

“Among the many devices which have been re- 
sorted to by the members of corporations to escape 
the liability assumed by their contracts of su bsecrip- 
tion, perhaps the most common, and at the same 
time the most shajlow and ineffective, has been 
forthe membersto agree among themselves that 
their shares shall be deemed to be ‘‘fully paid up’”’ 
when in fact they have not been so paid. Even in 
England, where these questions are generally con- 
sidered solely with releresice to the rights of the 
shareholders inter se such agreements as between 
the original parties and their privies have been de- 
clared invalid by the courts." 

Thompson on liability of stockholders 129 and au- 
thorities cited. 

Butitis said that as the debts now due by the 
Citizens’ bank were not owed at the time of the 
passage of this resolution even if the act was in‘its 
operation a jegal fraud upon its creditors, it could 
oniy be so as to thos persons who were then cred- 
itors: that persons who dealt with it afterwards were 
bound to take notice of that action, and that they 
were not affected by it, or at least have no right to 
complain of it. In the case inthe 105 U 8. (Otte) 
already referred to, page 154, in speaking of the 
liability of stockholders for the full amount of their 
subscriptions without reference to any agreements 
the corporation may make with its members, the 
court says: “‘The reason is that the stock snbseribed 
is considered a trust fund for the benefit of creditors. 
It is so held out to the public, who have no means 
of knowing the private contracts made between the 
corporation and its stockholders.’’ 

The dealings b-tween a banking institution and 
its creditors are peculiar to such ins.ititions. Its 
heaviest creditor to-day may be its debtor to-mor- 
row. Its debtor to day may have his a)l staked in 
it to-morrow. Its depositors put in and take out, 
and while the creditors of a bank may have 
been fully settled with on yesterday, if the history 
of any bank, of this bank,cau be traced back it wil 
be seem that the accounts of its depositors have 
reached back in its business career and have 
formed but a continuous transaction. Can it be 
said that if a man has dealt with a bank from its 
beginning because he has paid up his overdrafts 
and deposited his funds he cannot hold them re- 
sponsible for an illegal act wjth the fund, the 
trust fund originally subseribed for bis protection 

iln Upton vs. Tribiteock, 91 United States, page 
17, Mr. Justice Hunt, delivering the opinion, says: 
“The capital stock ofa moneyed corporation is a 
fund for the payments of ite debts. It isa trust 
fund of which the direetors are the trustees, Itisa 
trust to be managed for the benefit of ita sharehold- 
ers during its life, and for the benefl: of its credl- 
tors ia the event of its dissolution. Again on page 
4S hesays: ‘The capital paid in, and promised to 
be paidin, is a fun which the trustees cannot 
squander or give away. They are bound to call in 
what is unpaid and carefully to husband 
it when received.'’ Now it appears that this capital 
stock is for the benefit of the creditors in the event 
of its dissolution. If so, as to What creditors wonld 


ty and compe! paymentto those who are entitled by 
that means to follow it in satisfaction of their claims 
Upow this presentation of the law, let us proceed to 
inqaire what changes cannot be made in the capl- 
tal stock so far as to affect the rights of creditors,

‘But under such circumstances, before there is 
any obligation to pay without an assessment and 
eall by the company, there must be some order of a 
court of competent jurisdiction, or, at least some 
anthorized demand for payment, a dit is clear that 
the statute of limitations does not begin to rnn in 
his favor until such order or decree."’ 105 U. 8, 155 
and authorities. 

In this case there was no obligation to pay the 
bank. Indeeed, the stockholders had been by res- 
olution relieved from payment, and there was no 
obligation to pay jhe creditors, as it was snneces- 
sary to call upon the stockholders for their unpaid 
balanees to settle with creditors until the bank be- 
came insolvent. And if this be true as to those who 
paid 50 per cent, why is it not true as to these who 
paid nothing? Can they claim a benefit? Can 
they c’aim protection because the bank of which 
they were part and parcel chose illegally to relieve 
them altogether, 

It has earnestly been contended by some of the 
parties, that this bank was never legally chartered; 
that the amendment to the original charter was nn- 
constitutional because the act creating the same 
contains matter different from what its caption 
shows, but lapprehend that it is too well settled to 
admitof doubt that such a plea cannot avail the 
defendants. Suppose its charter could have been 
set aside by quo warrants? Suppose it was illegal; 
does it lie in the mouths of these defendants to 
complain of it? They organized under the charter; 
they received dividends from it when the institu- 
tion prospered; and they rec-ived the funds of the 
creditors under it. They cannot now be heard to 
com plain of it. 

“Where there are defects in the organization of a 
corporation which may be fatal on a writ of quo 
Warrants, a stockholder who has participated in its 
acts as a co’ poration de facto is estopped to deny its 
rightful existence.”’
